NEW YORK, May 7.—The Rainy Day 
Club learned something about American 
mothers, and American babies as well, 
yesterday when it held tits last meeting 
of the season. Wilber C. Philips, secre- 
tary of the New York Milk Committee 
of the Assoctation for improving the 
condition of the poor, which is to open 
seven new infants’ milk depots on June 
lé, was one of the speakers. He gave 
the members statistics that made them 
open their eyes, even though they learn- 
ed that the American Mother wasn't 
much good and the imported article was 
the only one worth considering. 

“In 28 up-town blocks in’ the: neighbor- 
hood of the Plaza and around Fifth 
Avenue there were born in one year 37 
ehildren, while in four East side blocks 
with equal population, there were born 
370 children,’ said Mr. Philips. 

“If we wish mothers, 
Import them,” George 
Rochester says. 

“There are not only few bliths, but 
there is an appalling death rate among 
the better class of American children. 
This is not due to the milk, but to the 
mothers, to atrophy, premature birth 
and prenatal influences.”’

THREE MEN , ARRESTED 


Two of Suspects Declare They 
Were Forced by’ Ban- 
dits to Aid Them. |

ANACONDA, Mont., May 7.—Not less 
thrilling than the story told by Engineer 
Z. G: Hanscombe, who prevented a train 
robbery near here by defying the bandits 
at the risk of his life, is the account of 
their experience with the would-be rob- 
bers given by two suspects, who claim 
that they were forced to assist in prep- 
arations for the holdup at the point of 
a rifle. 

Three men have been arrested, Ru- 
dolph Wench, Paul Filenius and Al 
Teasdale, and what to do with them is 
a question that tis puzzling both the po- 
lice and the railroad detectives. Ex- 
cept for their own statements it is im- 
possible to connect them with the rob- 
bery and two of them declare the part 
they took was under duress. Teasdale 
declares he merely happened to be in the 
vicinity at the time of the attempted 
hoidup and had no hand tn it. He wil! 
be freed. 

Scene of Former Holdup. 

The robbery was attempted at a point 
30 miles from Butte, within half a mile 
of the spot where Bandits Towers and 
Hastings held up the eastbound North 
Coast Limited almost one year ago and 
killed Engineer Frank Clow. The train 
was successfully stopped, but Engineer 
Hanscombe, when ordered to back the 
Tocomotive, instead of complying, threw 
the throttle wide open and, amid a rain 
of bullets, dashed down grade to safety. 

Filenius and Wenck were arrested at 
Welch’s Spur, half an hour later, when 
they voluntarily appeared before Section 
Foreman M. J. Garrity and a posse and 
related their experience. Wenck said 
that he was a railroad foreman out of 
employment and was tramping the ties 
near the Little Homestake tunnel when 
he came upon a masked man with a 
rifle. The man ordered him to throw 
up his hands, which Wenck says he did 
without debating the question. Then the 
masked man informed the trav@Ter that 
his assistance was desired {tn robbing a 
train, 

Kept Prisoner Six Hours. 

Wenck was kept a prisoner, he says, 
»from luntii? pm. Filentus came along 
In thé meantime and was also {mpressedé 
by the robbér.--The° man, according to 


the prisoners, explained that his pian 
was to stop the train, detach the for- 
ward cars, run to the tunnel ahd there 
dynamite the express car. He exhibited 
a sack containing about fifty pounds of 
explosives. 

‘At Intervals, the prisoners say, an- 
other man, standing some 300 yards 
away on top of the tunnel, appeared to 
signal to their capter,« but at no time 
left his station to join his confederate. 
When the time for the trala’s arrival 
arrived, the robber gave his captors a 
quantity of soap which they say they 
were required to- place on the track, 
while the director of the enterprise bus- 
fed himself scattering torpedoes. 


Several Shots Fired. 
After this werk had been completed, 
Filenius was given the dynamite to 
carry and Wenck was provided with a 


red flag with which he savs he was 
told to stop the train. This he did. 
The robber, whe had Filenius in charge, 
stood on the embankment with his rifle 
and when the train came to a stop he 
forced the engineer to get to the ground 
while he instructed him te back the 
train into the tunnel. Meantime passen- 
gers made their appearance and the 
robber turned his attention to them, 
firing several shots. 

While the robber was thus busy, 
Wenck declares that he jumped from 
the embankment and made off, leaving 
his flag. When the train started toward 
Butte, the robber also ran, after firfng 
a volley, deserting Filenius, who later 
ee Wenck, the two going te Welch's 

pur. : 

The story told by the men ageres in 
important defails, but the officers have 
been unable to find footprints on the 
top of the tunnel, where they claim one 
of the robbers was stationed.

NEW AMUSEMENT RULE 





Rewording Conforms to Ex- 
act Words of John Wesley, 
‘ Bishops Explain. 





BALTIMORE, May 7.—That the di- 
vorce laws of the United States not only 
permit but encourage, polygamy was 
assertea before the Methodist confer- 
ence her® today. The address of the 
bishops, the chief feature of today’s 
session, declares that family life is 
greatly imperiled as a result. 

In, the address’ Methodists generally 
are advised to do all dn their power 
to secure the enactment of uniform di- 
vorce laws, recognizing only the ground 
for legal separation. 

The address also condemns Mormon- 
ism, declaring that the chur¢h still per- 
mits, if it does not encourage, polyga- 
mous practices, and says the political 
strength of the Mormon Church pre- 
vents the enforcement of the laws in the 
states where the church flourishes. 

The address reports great gains for 
the church both in point of new com- 
municants and of preachers. The total 
membership of the church in the United 
States now is 3,036,000, and the foreign 
communicants number 267,000. The total 
valuation of churches and parsonages 
in the United States is $186.974,024. 

Amusement Rule Reworded. 

The amusement provision is discussed 
Mat length. The bishops recommend that 
the matter of the book of discipline be 
amended to read: 

“Such amusements as are obviously of 
misleading or questionable moral ten- 
dency, in disobedience to the erder and 
discipline of the church, and such diver- 
sions as cannot be used in the name of 
the Lord Jesus.”’ 

Explaining this, the bishops say: 
“‘Grave injustice will be done if this 
recommendation is interpreted as an 
abandonment of our early oppositien to 
worldly amusements. Indeed, this is a 
return to the principles and to the ex- 
act words of Jehn Wesley.”’ 


Aati-laquor Demonstration, 

When the venerable Bishep Goodsell 
read the scathing denunciation of the 
liquor traffic, he <calied upon the dele- 
gates to ‘“‘rise here, now and when the 
bishops pledge eternal enmity to this 
foe of man and God.”

One of 
the delegates started to sing ‘‘America.”’ 
The throng caught up the hymn and the 
hall resounded with its strains.

In his cell today Ray Lamphere, for- 
merly a-farmhand for Mrs. Guinness, 
was asked about these secret rooms. 

“T never was in either room,” he res 
plied. “I knew that there was a room 
always kept locked, and another room 
in the basement—a sort of icebox. The 
latter was a big place, capable of hold- 
ing several bodies.’’ 

So many bodies have been found that 
the prosecutor belleves Mrs. Guinness 
stored them, one by one, in the icebox 
and buried them in groups, adding 
chloride of lime to the earth to hasten 
disintegration. 

Lamphere’s statement about a closed 
room is partially corroborated by the 
evidence of Joseph Maxson, who was 
working on the farm when the house 
caught fire, April 28.

ness home on the night of April 27, she 
substituted another woman’s body to 
masquerade as herself in death; and be- 
cause Mrs. Guinness in life had several 
gold teeth, and because when all other 
means of identification fail the teeth will 
tell the story, it was necessary for Mrs. 
Guinness to decapitate the body she 
substituted and hide the head. 

Circumstantial evidence to support this 

theory was found even in the ashes of 
the “house on‘the hiil.”’ 
, Mrs. Guinness had occupied one room 
on the second flbor of the two-story 
brick, and her children had occupied a 
separate apartment. When the fire 
aroused neighbors they placed ladders 
against the burning house and were able 
to peer into the bedrooms, lighted by the 
gtare of the flames. Mrs. Guinness was 
not in her room. There was a mattress 
there, but no bed clothing. The chil- 
dren, too, were missing. They were 
found dead in the embers in the base- 
ment on the opposite side of the house 
from the room they had. occupied. 

The bodies of the children had been 
subjected to the same degree of heat as 
was the woman’s headless body, but 
their heads had not been burned away. 
And the body that was at first sup- 
posed to be that of Mrs. Guinness was 


Last Day; The 


The movements of Mrs. Guinness on 
the day before the fire which destroyed 
the house of mystery indicated either 
that she expected to die very soon or 
wanted people to believe that she ex- 
pected to die. 

She spent the forenoon at home, do- 
ing nothing in particular, not seeming 
to care to fix her mind on anything. 
After an early dinner she had Joe Max- 
on, the hired hand, hitch a horse to 
her buggy and drove into town. She 
went to the office of her attorney, Mel- 
vin Leleiter. She expressed to him the 
fear she had mentioned to Sheriff Smut- 
zer and others—that Ray Lamphere 
would set fire to her house and burn 
her children and ‘herself. At her sug- 
gestion he drew her will, in which she 
named her children as her beneficiaries 
and provided that In the event of her 
death her estate was to go to the Nor- 
‘wegian Children’s Home _ in Chicago. 
She then took her will to the Bank 
of the State of Indiana and deposited 
it, together with $700. 


The Last Night. 


It was 5 o’clock when she reached her 
home, according to Maxon. He un- 

itched the horse and busied himself 
about the premises for an hour or so, 
when one Of the children called him te 
supper. He went in and ate the meal 
in the kitchen with Mrs. Guinness and 
the children. Afterwards, he says, Mrs. 
Guinness cleared away the supper 
things and they all sat for a little 
while in the sitting room. About & 
o'clock he went to his room in the 
frame annex of the house and went to 
sleep. 

The next thing he knew, he says, he 
was awakened by a smothering sensa- 
tion. He sprang out of bed and found 
hig reom filled with smoke. Outside 
there was the glare of flames. The door 
between the frame annex and the brick 
main building was kept bolted. He says 
he pounded on the door and then ran 
outside. 


He did not know then what time it 
was, but he found out afterwards that 
it was 3 o'clock. 

The burning house, on the knoll among 
the cedars, sent @ glare over the coun- 
tryside and neighbors were soon there. 
William Murphy, who lives on the Rus- 
sell farm nearby, was one of the first. 
Alded by Maxon he raised a ladder to 
the window of Mrs. Guinness’ bedroom 
on the second floor. In the room they 
could see a bed stead with a mattress 
on it, but no other bed clothing. The 
ladder was moved to the window of the 
children's bedroom. There was a bed 
with what looked like a bundle of cloth- 
ing on it, but the children were not in 
sight. 

After the flames had leveled the 
house the charred bodies of a woman 
and three children were found @thong 
the embers in the cellar at the opposite 
side of the house, under a room which 
Mrs. Guinness had told Maxon she was

To suppose that. she was innocent of 
any knowledge of the fearful work that 
was béing*done under her own roof is, 
o1 the face 6f {t, an absurdity. Whether 
she was alone in her crimes, or whether 
she was assisted by an accomplice—a 
suggestion which brings one bacls to 
the motives that might have driven 
Lamphere to murder her—is not known. 


Always a House of Mystery. 
Giving Mrs. Guinness the benefit of 


what little.doubt there is in the case of 
the nine bodfes unearthed in her yard, 
there is only one avenue through which 
hef innocence of any crime at all might 
be conceded within reason—and in order 
to accept this theory it Is necessary to 
ignore the facts surrounding the death 
of Andrew Helgelein, who, without the 
shadow of a doubt, was lured to Mrs. 
Guinness’ home and murdered for his 
‘money while Mrs. Guinness was on the 
premises. 

Before Mrs. Guinness purchased this 
farm of tragedy it was the home 
of Mattie Altic, anu was operated 
as a roadhouse, which finally .ac- 
quired a reputation so evil that it was 
shunned by all the countryside. It is 
possible that many of the frequenters— 
who probably would have made their 
visits with all possible secrecy—disap- 
peared, and that some of the bodies that 
have been recovered from that hillside 
were a part of the property that Mrs. 
Guinness acquired when she bought the 
farm. 

Mattie Altic dropped dead on the door- 
step of her roadhouse after a night of 
revelry, and doubtless she carried many 
of the secrets of her tavern to the 
grave, but the manner of the death of 
Andrew Helgelein could not have be) 
among them, for Heleglein was not 
numbered with the dead on that hillside 
until after the property had passed into 
the hands of Mrs. Guinness. 

If Mrs. Guinness is innocent—impos- 
sible as it seems under the evidence— 
she is’ dead. If she is guilty of the 
murder of her three little children, 
along with the others whose _ bodies 
have been found in her yard, she is 
alive, In either case, the missing head 
of the body found in the ashes is the 





key to the mystery. The teeth will tell 
the story.

identified by her relatives. 

The body of the woman was headless. 
No trate. ofthe head has been found. 
The bodies of the children, lying with 
that of the woman, had been subject- 
ed to the same heat, but the heads were 
intact. Persons who knew Mrs. Guin- 
ness say the body is that of a woman 
not as heavy as Mrs. Guinness. 


Many who think that Mrs. Guinness 
igs still alfve say that she assiduously 
laid the foundation for her disappear- 
ance by talking of her fear that Lam- 
phere would set fire to the house and 
burn her to death. 

Always Talked of Fire. 
It is considered singular that she al- 


ways treated her death as necessarily 


contingent on the house being set afire. 
They think that in going to the extraor- 
dinary length of making her will and 
depositing $700, she was planning elab- 
orately to preclude any other conclu- 
sion than that she had perished in the 
burning house. They believe that she 


had accomplices all through her crim- 
inal career and that with the aid of 
these she drove away in the darkness 
after killing the children and placing 
the beheaded body of a woman in the 
house. Those who cavil at the possi- 
bility of her destroying the children 
are reminded that there is doubt as to 
their having been her own children. The 
fiendishness revealed by the nine dis- 
membered bodies found in the barn- 
yard negatives the idea of her posses- 
sing any natural affection for anybody. 

John R. Larsen of 982 San Francisco 
avenue, Chicago, the woman’s nephew, 
who saw the remnants of several bodies 
taken out of the ground, shrugged his 
shoulders when asked if the children 
were the flesh and blood of Mrs. Guin- 
ness. 

“I saw very little of her,’’ he said. 
“It was the supposition among the rela- 
tives that they were her children, but I 
have no means of knowing that they 
were.”’ 

If the woman drove away from the 
house after setting fire to it, it is be- 
lieved that she boarded a train the 
next morning at a distant station and 
went to Chicago. To those who believe 
that she still lives, the deposit of $700 
is not looked on as conclusive of her 
fear of death. They point to the nine 
bodies already discovered as indicat- 
ing that she carried on the business of 
murder and robbery on a large, sys- 
|tematic and profitable scale. They think 
that she must have taken from her 
victims large sums of money, and that 
if her fear of death were genuine she 
would have deposited all of her money 
Linstead of only a small part. 

It is contended that if her fear of 
Lamphere had been real and as intense 
as she pretended, she would have sought 
Safety by going away and taking the 
children with her. As suggesting a mo- 
tive for doing away with the children, 
it is urged that .they were attaining 
such years as to make them a menace 
to her if she was to continue in her 
murderous career.

It is pointed out 
that there are ways of disposing of a 
body in Chicago other than the hazard- 
ous procedure of shipping it over a rail- 
road, and that the conditions for the ac- 
tual commission of the crimes were 
more ideal at the isolated farmhouse 
than they could be in crowded Chi- 
cago. 

The victims, with the exception of Jen- 
nie Olson, who probably, was put out of 
the way because she knew too much. 
were all men who either answered Mrs. 
Guinness’ matrimonial advertisements or 
whose advertisements she answered. It 
is considered certain that she arranged 


The village of Crogheim, in Norway, 
was the birthplace of Mrs. Belle Guin- 
ness 49 years ago. Her sister Nellie, 
older than she, came to this country 
and in Chicago she was married to John 
Larson. She wanted Belle to come and 
persuaded her husband to pay for her 
passage from Norway to America. 

Larson no sooner saw her, he. says, 
than he regretted that he had brought 
her over. There was something about 
her that repelled him. His dislike was 
so marked that they drifted apart and 
for 20 years, although living near her, 
Larson had not séen her. 

Her first marriage was to Max Sor- 
rensen in Chicago in 1883. Her relatives 
understood that four children were born 
to them, of whom two died and were 
buried in Forest Home Cemetery, Chi- 
cago. 

‘Husband's Mysterious Death. 


Sorrensen died suddenly in sv. He 
had been employed as a night watch- 
man. He was an unusually strong man, 
say those who knew him. He had two 
life insurance policies, aggregating 
$8000. Confident tbat he would live a 
long time, he had said to his wife 
that he was going to drop one. 

One morning when he came from his 
work he told his wife to call him early, 
as he wanted to attend to that insur- 
ance maiter. He was in robust health 
when he went to bed. He awoke in 
distress and called his wife. She sum- 
moned a doctor, but Sorrenson was 
dead when he arrived. Mrs. Sorren- 
son collected the $8000. Mrs. Sorrenson 
sold her home and went to Minnesota. 


It is not known under what circum- 
stances she met Joseph Guinness, but 
she met him, and was married to him. 
They went to Chicago and looked about 
for a farm. They heard of the place 
near Laporte, which previously, for a 
long time, had been notorious all over 
Northern Indiana as the Mattie Altick 
farm. The Altick woman, reutrning to 
the farm one night from the theater, 
dropped dead, presumably from heart 
disease. 


Deprived of its evil presiding genius, 
the farm lost its vogue and the Guin- 
nesses bought it at a bargain. They had 
lived there two years when Guinness 
died. 

He was found dying, with his head 
crushed. Near him was a meat cutter. 
Mrs. Guinness said the meat cutter had 
fallen from a high shelf and struck 
him on the head.

At long intervals strange 
men were seen at the farm. It is be- 
lieved that others were not seen be- 
cause they were murdered on the night | 
of their arrival. 

Coming from distant parts of the 
country and probably concealing from 
their relatives both their purpose and 
their destination, their disappearance 
was complete, and no complaint against 
Mrs. Guinness was ever made, because 
the victims’ people did not know she ex- 
isted. 

It is evident, though, that on one oc- 
casion, about a year ago, two mysterT- 
ous heavy black trunks were received 
by Mrs. Guinness from Chicago. Clyde 
Sturgis, driver for Foster & Degarmo, 
liverymen, tells about it. The trunks 
came out on the Lake Shore from Chi- 
cago, he said. 

“T don’t know whether they were ex- 
pressed or checked. They were old 
black trunks, very heavy and very se- 
curely tied with ropes. She ordered me 
to take them out to her place. When I 
got them there and carried them into 
the kitchen I started to remove the 
ropes. She stopped me and said she 
would take off the ropes herself.”

Advertised for Husband. 

Mrs. Guinness wore mourning for 
awhile and conducted herself with cir- 
cumspection. Then she laid aside her 
weeds and it was noticed that she had 
callers from time to time. It leaked out 
that she was advertising for a husband 
and it was taken for granted that the 
callers were answering her advertise- 
ments. 

Nobody paid particular attention 
when a caller went away as to whether 
he went away at all. If he was not seen 
there any more it was concluded that he 
did not suit the widow. If anything was 
said to her about it she laughed and 
agreed that she was pretty hard to 
suit. 

At last Andrew Helgelein came. It 
was understood that he had consider- 
able money. Mrs. Guinness let it be 
understood that she was going to marry 
him. He'remained at the farm several 
weeks. He drew money from the bank 
and shortiy after that Mrs. Guinness 
paid off some debts. Then he disap- 
peared. 


When his relatives, in Aberdeen, S. 
D., did not hear from him, they wrote 
to her, because he had written to them 
telling them he was going to marry her. 
She wrote back that he had gone to 
Sweden to visit relatives. No word 
came from Sweden, and suspicions, 
which had been aroused, were deepened 
when his brother John read in the 
newspapers of the destruction of the 
house of mystery over a week ago. 
He journeyed to Laporte and at his 
instance the authorities began an in- 
vestigation. 


Mrs. Belle Guinness, as described by 
those who knew her best, and Mrs. 
Guinness as she is revealed by the 
crimes attributed to her, must have 
been a marvelous combination of gen- 
tle motherliness and tigerish cruelty. 

The gentle side that she presented to 
her neighbors and the townspeople with 
whom she came in contact was so con- 
vincing that nobody ever entertained an 
idea that she was capable of anything 
but kindness. 

Dan Hudson, her nearest neighbor, 
who was often employed by her to do 
odd jobs about her place, entertained 
for her a rather extravagant respect. 

“You would have taken her for a 
chuch member,” he say, ‘“‘she was that 
good and kind. Nobody would have 
thought that she would hurt body. 
Why, when one of my children was hurt 
she did everything that anybody could 
have done. She was a good neighbor 
to us.’’ 

Her Personal Appearance. 


Mrs. Guinness was a large and coarse 
type of woman. Shé weighed close to 
200 pounds and was large of bone and 
muscular. Her hair and eyes were black 
and her complexion dark. She had 
prominent cheek bones, a strong, mas- 
culine nose and a broad but flat fore- 
head. In conversation her voice was 
not unpleasant. She is not remembered 
to have indulged in coarse speech. She 
dressed plainly, comfortably and neat- 
ly, but with little taste. 

She seemed to have real affection for 
the three children which were supposed 
to be hers. 

She dressed them neatly and they al- 
ways seemed well kept. She bought a 
pony and cart for them and they were 
a pretty picture as they drove almost 
daily through the streets. Mrs. Guin- 
ness drove into town almost daily her- 
self, and usually had one of the chil- 
dren with her. 

The Home of Tragedy. 

Revolting crime was never concelved 
and carried out In more pleasant sur- 
roundings than at her country home. 

The two-story brick house with a 
frame annex in which Mrs. Guinness 
lived with the three children sat back 
a hundred yards from the McClung road. 
a mile and a half from town, on a knoll 
surrounded by well-grown and carefully 
pruned cedars. Away from it spread 60 
acres of well-kept farm land. 

Everything about the place bespoke 
the refinement and easy , conscience of 
the occupants. The lawn was smoothly 
trimmed and snugly fenced, and the out- 
buildings were painted. Sleek cattle 
browsed on the slopes, chickens cackled 
‘in the barnyard and pet dogs of goodly 
pedigree barked a welcome to the Vis- 
itor. A quarter of a mile up and down 
‘the road were other farm houses not 
thalf so attractive. , ‘

The haste with which the House is 
proceeding to the passage of the ap- 
propriation bill, after recent predictions 
that it would be delayed for a month 
or six Weeks, is taken as evidence that 
the combine has a motive stronger than 





its late desire for revenge against the 
Mayor and certain of his anpointees. 

It is reported that the combine ex- 
pects a general and insistent demand 
for the creation of a _ public service 
commission, or for some legislation 
that will spell relief for those who are 
complaining of excessive charges and 
unjust discriminations on the part of 
the lighting companies. 

Combine Has Only 16. 

To remain in session without csaiciinal 
any effort to effect a reform, or to be 
put to the necessity cf defeating such 
a movement, would embarrass the com- 
bine. / 

Just now the combine is a bare ma- 
jority of the House. All its 15 mem- 
bers might not be strong enough to 
withstand an active agitation for reme- 
dial action. 

To save the combine from the or- 
deal of public outery, early adjourn- 
ment and a long recess would prove 
highly effective. There could hardly 
be such a loud clamor for legislation 
while the Assembly was temporarily 
out of existence. Meantime, the delay 
would give the monopolies a_ respite 
from agitation until within a few weeks 
of election. 

Mayor as Last Resort. 

Then, with the offices filled and no 
candidates in the field to be pledged to 
regulation, the House could fail back 
on its old plea—unwillingness to let the 
Mayor have a hand in the establish- 
ment of a commission. 

One obstacle raises itself in the path 
the combine desires to travel. 
The City Council must be a party both 
to adjournment and the length of the 
vacation. A concurrent resolution must 
sanction the program. 

It is not at all likely that the Coun- 
cil will lend itself knowingly to the 
combine’s schemes. Councilmen know 
that regulation of public utilities is a 
live question—and one that will grow 
livelier as the political campaign pro- 
gresses. They may vote to remain in 
session until the House has put itself 
on record in some unmistakable way as 
to regulation. 

Delcy for Natural Gas. 

As an episode of the combine’s policy 
of standing between the monopolies and 
reform, it is freely predicted that the 
natural gas bil!, now ready for passage 
in the Council, will have a hard time 
in the House. There was little opposi- 
tion to the measure in the Council. 

The Laclede Gas Light Co. showed its 
interest in a public way but once. At 
the first hearing on the original bill, 
stenographers in the employ of the La- 
clede were on hand to take down all 
that was said for end against the bill 
by authors, councilmen and citizens. It 
is the prophecy now, however, thut 
there will be a vigorous effort in the 
House to ki!! the bill or ‘crigpite it so 
badly that it will be objeetionable to 
the general public. 

Bridge Awaits Action. 

There are other reasons besides the 
neceesity for a public service commis- 
sion, to prompt opposition to the pro- 
gram of early adjournment. The sale 
of $6,500,000 of municipal bonds and their 
delivery July 1 will necessitate the pass- 
age of ordinances authorizing the use 
of this:-money in beginning or continn- 
ing the free bridge, the municipal 
group of buildings west of the Cily 
Hall, the construction of King’s high- 
way and the purchase of sites for parks 
ant! engine houses. 

With the Municipal Assembly in va- 
cation, no legislation on these subjects 
would be possible until] autumn or win- 
ter. That would be too late for tne 
commencement of work on the bridge 
and municipal buildings. It would 
mean a delay of nearly a year.

Superior Manufacturing Cv. 
Uses Less Current, Pays 
Much .More.

The effect of a monopoly on the elec- 
tric light and power business ef St. 
Louis is being felt by the Superior Man- 
ufacturing Co., 709 Washington avenue, 
to the extent of an 80 per cent increase 
in its rate for electricity. 

This case shows a striking’ exantple 
of what the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. has accomplished by driv- 
ing competition from the field. The 
Superior Manufacturing Co. had a con- 
tract with the Laclede Power Co. for 
electricity for light at 6 2-8 cents a kilo- 
watt hour. The Union Electric, when 
it purchased the Laclede Power Co., as- 
sumed its contracts. The Superior Man- 
ufacturing Co.'s contract with the La- 
clede company expired in February. 

The company then signed up a new 
contract with the Union Electric at 114% 
cents a kilowatt hour, an increase of 9% 
per cent over the old rates. The com- 
pany’s bill for light in April, 1907, was 
$12.47 and its bill for the same service 
this vear was $33.55, an increase of 141 
per cent. 


Is Using Leas Current 
G. Sachs, president of the company, 


says he is not consuming as much elec- 
tricity for Hghting purposes now as he 
was a year ago. His bills for power 
have also increased. He had a flat rate 
with the Laclede Power Co. for power 
fo. his motors. He is now paying. 6 
cents a kilowatt hour for electricity for 
power. He is not able, on account of 
changes in his business, to make a com- 
parison in the rates for power. 

“When the solicitor for the 
Electric came to see me abo a new 
contract, he led me to believe that I 
would get a better rate than I had with 
the Laclede Poveer Co,"" said Mr. Sachs 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘He talked 
very glibly about kilowatts and amperes 
ane other electrical things that a busi- 
ness man does not understand.

NEW YORK, May 7.—Eduward Hugh 


Martin, former First Lieutenant in the 
United States Army, now under arrest 
in Portland, Ore., on the charge of 
killing Nathan Wolff, a pawnbrcker, 
is a son of a wealthy New Yort build- 
er. 

The young man was dismissed from 
the army in 1900, and in 1901 was sen- 
tenced to a year in the Penitentiary for 
passing a bad check.

Underwent Hardships of Can- 
adian Winter to Seek 
Precious Stones. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TORONTO, Canada, May 7.—Uncut 
diamond stones, worth more than 
$8000, were seen and examined today 
at the home of Mrs. John A. Mac- 
Kenzie on University avenue. The 
discoverer of the field on the Notta- 
way River, in Quebec, about 400 miles 
north of here, refuses to indicate its 
exact locality, but considers the fields 


vastly richer than the South African 
districts. He was once a diamond 
miner in Kimberly. 

“Indian Joe,” the guide who shared 
MackKenzie’s two years of privation 
and suffering; and then, while tipsy, 
betrayed the location of the fabulous 
diamond find, was sent away last 
night in charge of MacKenzie’s broth- 
er-in-law. It is probable that hig 
story was true. 

A stirring romance is 
ed with the discovery. Mac- 
Kenzie was madly in love with 
the daughter of a _ rich Chicago 
manufacturer. Her parents would not 
consent to their marriage because he 
Was poor, so he determined to seek 
wealth in the bleak Northwestern 
wilderness. 

Parents Gave Consent. 

After two years of great suffering 
and bitter disappointment came Mac- 
Kenzie’s triumphant success, and 
close upon that followéd a telegraph- 
ic message from Chicago that the par- 
ents had given their consent to ‘re- 


ceive him as a son-in-law. 

MacKenzie was born in San Fran- 
cisco in 1876. When his parents died, 
10 years later, he became newsboy, 
peddler, and later a worker in the 
Kimberly diamond mines. Returning 
to America three years ago, he met 
the Chicago young woman and was 
ordered from the house by her par- 
ents. She was sent to Europe, but a 
correspondence carried on with the 
aid of a girl chum of hers kept Mac- 
Kenzie's spirits up. 

In 1906 he left Chicago to search for 
the diamond fields that legend said lay 
somewhere in the wildesness. Accem- 
panied by ‘‘Indian Joe’’ he covered the 
territery adjacent to Lakes Kakaheonga 
and Grand Victeria until the clese of 
the season, without finding anything. 

Big Stones in Clusters. 

Last spring he returned to the Grand 
Lake Victoria district and, according to 
the guide’s story, the first diamonds 
were picked up along the Nottaway 
River, 20 miles northwest of Lake Ka- 
kahenga. Two miles beyond 27 stones 
were picked up within a radius of 10 
feet. Halfway between the lakes and 
the river was found the center of the 
diamond field, scattered over with pock- 
ets containing stones of marvelous size 
and brilliancy. 

The ‘men reached Lake Mattagami 
last fall, and were about to return 
when MacKenzie was stricken with fe- 
ver. When he was able to travel again 
the season had closed. He and “Indian 
Joe’’ constructed a dug-out near the 
river mouth and lived there all winter, 
fishing, hunting and starving alternate-

y. 

They struck out on the first sign of 
spring and finally reached New Liskard, 
where they could take a train to To- 
ronto. ‘His marriage soen followed.

THE UNCONSCIOUS CIVIC LEAGUE. 

Now that the approved socialistic phrase “class 
consciousness” has found its way into an execu- 
tive document, it is.in order to say that there is 
such a thing also as class unconsciousness. If 
the Civic League of St. Louis is not thus a‘!*~ 
ed the nature of fits complaint musi rerm.c::. 
mystery. ~ : ak tee os 

This organization has a laudable purpose and it 
is made up in’ the main of reputable and high- 
minded men, but its. performances thus far have 
been disappointing for the reason that it views 
public affairs from one standpoint only, The 
Post-Dispatch attributes this menfal defect not 
so much to class consciousness as to class un- 
consciousness. By the very” nature and occu- 
pation of its controlling element the -league is 
incapable of dealing broadly and generously with 
important civic problems It is so. closely iden- 
tified with a class that it speaks for that class, 
unconsciously perhaps. 

A case in point is the labored report of one 
of its committees on the subject of public light- 
ing. It may be admitted that the gentlemen who 
signed this document, which the North Ameri- 
can Trust may be depended upon to make good 
use of, were not consciously in the service of 
monopoly, but that they were actually so is 
proved by nearly every line of the amazing docu- 
ment to which their names are attached. 

Trees are known by their fruit, and so are men 
and civic leagues. The report of this particular 
league on the subject of public lighting gave the 
people so little encouragement in their effort to 
secure relief from monopoly and set so many 
rainbows of hope and promise in the sky of the 
trust that, having gone the rounds of the sub- 
servient press, it is now in use as a tract 
in support of extortion. 

The Post-Dispatch will do the Civic League and 
its committee the justice to say that they did this 
thing unconsciously. They evidently thought they 
were serving the public, when, as a matter of 
fact, they were serving the trust. Their érror 
was elemental. They started wrong and they 
necessarily ended wrong. Men of their intelli- 
gence and good character, if free from conscious 
or unconscious class prejudices, would not con- 
sider the question of public lighting in this city 
for a year, and then solemnly report that there 
can be no relief from oppression except through 
the appointment of a powerless Public Utilities 
Commission. : 7 

It has occurred to some people, and a bill giving 
force to the idea is now before the Assembly, 
that competition might be desirable. Uncon- 
sciously reflecting the views of monopoly, the 
Civic League says that “while a resort.to compe- 
tition might, assist in reducing exorbitant. rates 
temporarily, it is only a makeshift.” 

There are people of clear heads in St. Louis 
who, knowing that .the City Hall electric plant 
pays for itself every year or two, have intimated 
that the municipality might, with its own power, 
light the streets and other public buildings, but, 
unconsciously serving monopoly in thought trans- 
mission, the Civic League reminds us that the 
economy of muntctpal ownership has not yet 
been proved and, dismisses the idea with a refer- 
ence to the fearful danger of political manage- 
ment. 

The Post-Dispatch charitably holds that these 
profound conclusions are evidence of unconscious 
cerebration on the part of men affiicted with class 
unconsciousness, but from the use that has beer 
made of them by the interests which too many 
members of the Civic League unconsciously serve 
it is satisfied that the Big Cinch is still con- 
scious and that it has lost none of its old-time 
capacity to appreciate a good thing. 
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SOCIOLOGY ON DANGEROUS GROUND. 

James Eads How’s experience in New York, 
where anarchists captured.his social welfare 
meeting, was only a repetition of the experiences 
of many others in the past. 

When men and women. abandon law and gov- 
ernment and conventionality to trifle with the 
fringes of revolution they become an easy prey 
to the first anarchist who happens along. Noth- 
ing but the intelligent discrimination of the au- 
thorities kept a dozen or more of such well-mean- 
ing people from the gallows in Chicago in 1887. 

There are ways enough in which to assist the 
weak and the wretched without administering to 
them the devil’s draught of social and political 
unrest. Not much progress can be made in that 
quarter without encountering the vengefulness 
and the criminality of anarchy. 

Some of the gentlest spirits that ever lived have 
been socialists who shrank from the violence 
which, apparently without logic or reason, soon 
attached itself to their theories. The problem with 
which so many enthusiastic and inexperienced per- 
‘sons seek to deal is an old one and it is‘ not to be 
settled on any principle that anarchy has to 
offer. 

Frivolous or eccentric persons who pursue so- 
clological problems to the point where anarchy 
deigns to take notice of them should know by 
that fact alone that they have reached dangerous 
ground.

JAPAN and THE COW 

HERE was a time when milk was 
7 regarded in Japan with the same 

abhorrence as cheese in China, 
Says Harper’s Weekly. Recent statis- 
tics, however, show that time has 
worked a great change in this respect, 
and milk and butter are now In great 
favor in Japan. Whereas % years ago 
not more than 1 or 2 per cent of the 
persons visiting a European restaurant, 
or eating a European meal at a friend's 
house, would have thought ef touching 
butter, fully 40 or 80 per cent new eat 
it with a relish. They are, however, 
quite content to do witheut it. 

Dairy farms have increased notably in 
recent years. Butter, however, is a by- 
product at these places. It is to milk 
that they look for their profit, Milk has 
a curious history in Japan. Thirty or 
forty years ago it was abhorred. The 
average Japanese could not induce him- 
self to drink !t. But today many a 
household consumes one or two bottles 
of milk daily, partly because people 
have come to like it and partly because 
the docters have recommended it as a 
unique and wholesome beverage. ‘‘Milk 
halls,’’ too, are now quite numerous. 
Butter will probably take much longer 
to come widely into vogue, because of 
its expensiveness. A peund of fresh 
butter costs at least one yen (49.8 cents, 
gold) in Tokio today, an extremely high 
price for Japan.

Senator Stone’s campaign letter ex- 
plaining that the newspapers, although

Dr. Dowling, who is pastor of the 
Church of Humanity in Los Angeles, 
Cal., advanced the theory as his, an- 
nouncing it as the fruit of 40 years of 
research and study, press dispatches 
say. After confounding the elders in 
the temple, his theory goes, Christ 
journeyed to India, where he spent six 
years, then went to Thibet and the 
couniry of the Ladaks, then through 
Persia, Assyria, Greece and Egypt. 


Post-Dispa2aich Told of Book. 
Mention of Notovitch’s book, setting 
forth these travels, was made in the 
Post-Dispatch Magazine Oct. 14, 1906, In 
an article written by Stanley Stoner, 
a St. Louis lawyer and former Consul- 


General at Calcutta, telling of his In- 
dian travels. 

Mr. Stoner met at Calcutta a young 
Indian, who told him of Notovitch’s 
beok, and in London Mr. Stoner found 
a copy of it. 

Notovitch told in the book how, 
while he was trying to reach Thibet, 
his leg was broken, and he was taken 
inte a Buddhist temple at Lhassa. 
There the priests gave him a book to 
read, which told how a voung man. 
befriended by the priests, had offend- 
ed them by preaching their doctrines 
to the common people. 

Notovitch said he concluded that 
young man was Christ. and he ad- 
duced evidence, genera!ly doubted by 
Oriental students, that Christ ran 
away from home to avoid a distaste- 
ful marriage, and journeyed with a 
caravan to Thibet. 


Story Declared a Hoax. 

The book is plausuibly written, Mr. 
Stoner says, and is made more plaus-. 
ible by the marked similarity between 
Christian and Buddhist teachings. Dr. 
Max Mueller, considered the greatest 
of Oriental scholars, denounced it asa 
hoax, and other scholars have taken 
the same stand. 

“IT have no doubt.” Mr. Stoner told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday, 
“that the Ios Angeles preacher has 
encountered this old story, and has 
revamped it as his own. It is inter- 
esting, but few think it authentic. 

“The theory that Christ spent his 
young manhood at Nazareth is held by 
Prof. Nathaniel Sehmidt of Cornel] 
University, who is probably the great- 
est Oriental scholar in this country. 
He told ine once that he wag con- 
vinced that Christ did not leave the 
confines of Galilee during the period 
in dispute. The opinion of so eminent 
a student ought to have a great deal 
of wegiht.”

NEW YORK, May 7.—For two days 
the Supreme Court in'Richmond Coun- 
ty, presided over by Justice Kelly, has 
been the scene of a legal battle in 
which 63 lawyers, representing a 
like number of law firms in this city, 
have been engaged as counsel for the 
defense.

One by one wom- 
ern and children were dragged from the 
overloaded platforms and carried to the

Meanwhile, those who had been forced 
to remaii in the blazing house had been 
having a serious time. Some of them, 
finding escape by windows and stali- 


ways blocked, sought to get out on the
